Mind-set,  Money,  Mission,  and  Meandering  Ministers 

One  of  the  greatest  evidences  of  a  positive  attitude  in  any  congregation  is  an 
increase  in  financial  giving.  While  many  things  are  involved  in  the  development  of  a 
church  that  trusts  God  and  seeks  to  be  faithful  in  serving  God  and  others,  money  is 
certainly  a  critical  item  that  affects  the  success  of  the  other  "many  things."    There  is 
an  old  saying  from  the  former  United  Presbyterian  denomination,  "Money  is  the  milk 
of  mission,"  which  is  to  say  it  isn't  everything  needed,  but  nothing  else  happens 
without  it. 

With  this  in  mind,  I  would  like  to  commend  our  congregation  of  Hus  Presbyterian 
Church  for  a  wonderful  increase  in  personal  giving  over  this  same  time  last  year. 
Even  with  fewer  people  (since  sadly  some  among  our  members  last  year  chose  not 
to  support  the  congregation's  steps  toward  becoming  a  risk-taking,  mission-motivated 
church),  offerings  are  up  considerably.  Thank  you!  Thank  you! 

This  as  much  as  anything  shows  the  generous  and  faithful  heart  of  this  church. 
Indeed,  this  "heart  lifted  up  to  the  Lord"  is  evident  in  the  atmosphere  of  our  worship, 
our  classes,  our  music,  our  youth,  our  outreach,  and  most  every  person  involved 
(yes,  there  are  a  few  still  missing  this  gift  of  God's  Spirit,  but  for  them  we  must 
continue  to  pray).  We  are  a  church  that  can  truly  say  with  the  Psalmist,  "I  was  glad 
when  they  said  to  me,  'Let  us  go  up  to  the  House  of  the  Lord."  This  spirit  of  joy  and 
hope  now  characterizes  what  our  guests  sense  when  they  visit,  and  this  is  God's 
amazing  work  at  Hus  Church. 

I,  along  with  the  session,  want  to  encourage  you  to  keep  up  the  increased  giving.  As 
we  have  mentioned  since  the  beginning  of  this  year,  our  expenses  this  year  can  only 
be  met  by  God  performing  a  miracle  and  our  giving  continuing  at  the  level  it  was  last 
year  WITH  THE  HEALTH  AND  HOPE  CAMPAIGN  AMOUNT  INCLUDED.  God  has 
been  faithful  by  providing  the  miracle  of  a  couple  of  incredible  bequests.  But  these 
bequests  will  only  be  sufficient  as  long  as  we  maintain  2005's  increased  amount  that 
included  the  Health  and  Hope  Campaign. 

On  another  subject,  this  summer  will  be  a  little  different  at  Hus  Church.  I  will  be 
taking  my  vacation,  accumulated  study  leave,  and  two  weeks  paternity  leave  (ala 
adopting  Joshua)  all  together.  This  will  entail  me  being  on  leave  beginning  June  19th 
and  returning  to  active  service  September  12th,  approximately  three  months.  A 
summer  pastoral  team  is  in  place,  along  with  back  up  from  area  clergy. 

As  many  of  you  know,  my  service  as  your  pastor  over  the  last  four  years  has  not 
been  without  its  challenges.  God  does  not  choose  easy  paths  for  those  who  lead  the 
people  of  God.  And  is  natural  that  God's  people  sometimes  question  the  leadership 
of  those  who  would  lead  them  into  such  difficult  paths.  This  is  all  to  say  that  the 
session  and  I  have  agreed  that  an  extended  leave  time  for  me  to  be  away  from  the 
responsibilities  of  ministry  at  Hus  Church  would  be  good  for  congregation  and  myself. 

This  will  be  a  time  of  prayer,  renewal,  and  direction  for  me  personally  and 
professionally.  Besides  working  on  my  house  a  lot,  I'll  be  visiting  missions  in  Croatia, 
wandering  the  Grand  Canyon,  attending  a  workshop  on  Natural  Church 
Development,  and  getting  Jennifer  to  college  in  California.  I  also  invite  the 
congregation  to  make  this  summer  such  a  time  as  well,  a  time  to  be  immersed  in 
prayer  before  God,  receiving  renewal  in  spirit,  and  seeking  direction  from  the  Spirit. 


One  of  the  difficult  things  for  both  the  church  and  me  will  be  a  fairly  stringent  practice 
of  my  not  responding  to  pastoral  needs  that  may  arise  during  this  short  time.  Of 
course,  I  hope  such  needs  will  not  even  arise  during  the  summer,  but  if  they  do,  we 
have  a  summer  pastoral  team  who  will  be  responding.  If  an  ordained  minister  of 
Word  and  Sacrament  is  needed,  several  names  will  be  available  through  the  church 
office  and  the  summer  pastoral  team.  You  will  see  me  out  and  around  during  the 
summer,  but  not  in  a  pastoral  context. 

The  summer  pastoral  team  will  also  be  overseeing  all  worship  and  ministry  plans  and 
activities.  I  personally  believe  it  will  be  a  good  time  as  you  all  see  more  clearly  what  I 
see  as  your  pastor:  a  very  gifted  and  talented  congregation  that  is  richly  blessed  with 
people  who  can  do  much  more  than  they  presently  imagine.  As  you  all  experience 
how  blessed  this  congregation  is,  I  hope  this  will  make  everyone  even  more  excited 
about  the  future  of  this  congregation.  Probably  by  the  time  I  return  as  your  active 
pastor,  you  will  be  wondering  why  you  need  a  professional  pastor.  (Hmmm!  Maybe  I 
should  reconsider  taking  this  leave?  Naahhh!) 

Well,  this  month's  Pastor  Column  should  be  a  little  more  fruitful  than  usual  in  growing 
some  interesting  personal  conversations  amongst  you  all.  Just  be  sure  to  check  with 
those  on  the  summer  pastoral  team  when  you  get  some  tidbit  of  information  that 
wasn't  from  me  or  the  session.  Grapevine  information  sometimes  can  consist  of 
more  leaves  than  fruit,  and  the  session  and  the  summer  pastoral  team  can  help  you 
know  which  is  which.

Hi  All, 

What  if  God  does  not  answer  my  prayer?  If  you  are  asking  this  question  you  should  probably  be  asking;  What  if 
God  does  not  answer  my  prayer  the  way  that  I  want  him  to?  God  answers  all  prayers,  but  sometimes  it  is  not  in 
the  way  that  we  think  He  should.  How  many  people  do  you  think  pray  that  they  will  win  the  lottery?  If  you  have 
seen  the  movie  "Bruce  Almighty"  you  probably  remember  what  happened  when  Bruce  granted  everyone's  prayers 
just  the  way  that  they  wanted  --  chaos.    So  many  people  won  the  lottery  that  they  each  received  less  than  $20. 

Is  it  in  our  best  interest  that  God  answer  all  of  our  prayers  exactly  how  we  want  Him  to?  I  do  not  think  so.  Think 
about  when  you  ask  your  parents  for  something.  Do  you  always  get  what  you  asked  for?  I  highly  doubt  it.  Why? 
Because  your  parents  know  what  is  best  for  you.  It  is  the  same  with  God.  He  knows  what  is  best  for  you.  In  Job 
30:20  Job  is  talking  to  his  friends  and  says  "I  cry  out  to  you,  God,  but  you  do  not  answer;  I  stand  up  but  you  just 
look  at  me."  Job  is  looking  for  answers  to  his  current  situation  and  is  not  getting  what  he  thinks  he  should.  Later 
in  Job  38  the  Lord  questions  Job,  "Then  the  Lord  answered  Job  from  the  storm.  He  said,  'Who  is  this  that  makes 
my  purpose  unclear  by  saying  things  that  are  not  true?  Be  strong  like  a  man!  I  will  ask  you  questions,  and  you 
must  answer  me.  Where  were  you  when  I  made  the  earth's  foundation?  Tell  me,  if  you  understand.'"  God  goes 
on  asking  Job  many  more  questions.  Finally  in  chapter  42  Job  answers  the  Lord,  "Then  Job  answered  the  Lord:  'I 
know  that  you  can  do  all  things  and  that  no  plan  of  yours  can  be  ruined.'" 

God  hears  more  prayers  every  moment  of  every  day  than  we  could  even  begin  to  imagine: 
Please  God, 

"...  don't  let  my  parents  get  divorced." 

"...  make  the  cancer  go  away." 

"...  make  me  rich." 

"...  I  really  want  the  new  Playstation  3  when  it  gets  into  the  stores." 

"...  don't  make  me  go  to  Sunday  school." 

"...  please  make  that  cute  girl  like  me." 

"...  please  bring  more  people  to  our  church." 

Are  some  of  these  things  wrong  to  ask  for?  No.  I  know  that  I  have  prayed  for  some  of  them.  The  thing  that  we 
each  need  to  remember  is  that  God  answers  our  prayers  in  the  way  that  He  sees  best  for  us.  God  also  answers 
our  prayers  in  His  time,  not  ours. 

This  morning  at  the  Marion  High  School  Bible  study  a  teacher  came  and  sat  in  the  room.  She  was  early  as  she 
was  a  substitute  and  needed  to  prepare  for  the  day.  As  with  anyone  that  enters  the  room  I  prayed,  "God,  I  do  not 
know  if  this  teacher  knows  who  you  are.  It  is  my  prayer  this  morning  that  if  she  does  that  the  words  that  she 
hears  would  be  a  blessing  to  her.  If  she  does  not  know  you,  please  open  her  heart  and  mind  to  hear  what  is 
being  said.  In  Jesus  name  I  pray,  Amen."  I  try  to  keep  the  prayer  short  and  to  the  point  for  a  couple  of  reasons. 
Many  times  the  teachers  and  students  that  come  in  and  out  of  the  room  do  so  rather  quickly.  The  other  reason  is 
that  I  do  not  want  to  miss  what  is  being  said  in  the  Bible  study.  When  we  had  finished  the  teacher  said  that  it 
was  a  blessing  to  hear  what  she  heard  this  morning.    WOW!    Hearing  that  was  a  blessing  to  me. 

I  have  also  prayed  for  a  couple  of  people  in  my  life  that  have  chosen  to  leave  me  out  of  their  lives  at  this  time.  I 
used  to  pray  that  they  would  change  their  mind,  that  they  would  let  me  be  a  part  of  their  lives.  I  do  not  pray  this 
anymore.  Why?  God  gave  each  of  us  freewill  and  no  matter  what  God  is  currently  telling  them  they  have  the 
freewill  to  listen  or  not  to  listen.  I  am  still  praying,  but  I  am  praying  for  what  I  know  God  can  do.  I  am  praying 
that  God  would  soften  their  hearts  to  His  word.  I  also  pray  that  God  would  put  someone  in  each  of  their  lives  that 
would  help  guide  them  back  to  God.  Occasionally  I  see  a  little  light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel.  I  just  keep 
reminding  myself  to  leave  it  in  God's  hands.  He  will  take  care  of  it.  Is  it  hard?  You  bet,  but  God  is  getting  me 
through  it. 


Do  not  forget  to  pray.  You  may  be  thinking  to  yourself  that  God  already  knows  what  you  are  thinking 
and  going  through.     He  still  wants  to  hear  it  from  you.    You  tell  your  friends  and  family  what  is  going 

on  in  your  life,  why  not  tell  your  Father  God? 
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So  how  should  you  pray?   In  Matthew  6:9-13  Jesus  teaches,  "This,  then,  is  how  you  should  pray: 
'Our  Father  in  heaven, 
hallowed  be  your  name, 
your  kingdom  come, 
your  will  be  done 
on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven. 
Give  us  today  our  daily  bread. 
Forgive  us  our  debts, 
as  we  also  have  forgiven  our  debtors. 
And  lead  us  not  into  temptation, 
but  deliver  us  from  the  evil  one.'" 

Here  is  another  way  to  pray  called  ACTS: 
Adoration 
Confession 
Thanksgiving 
Supplication  (asking  God  for  our  needs  and  the  needs  of  others)
